V Friistration and Roadblocks 

Frustration underscored almost- every- . 
thing; fj; and lie other lawyers and legal 
workersj fried to do..

Trying to protect the 
constitutional rights of the occupiers, 
supporters and innocent; bystanders, we * 
foef .petty roadblock, after petty road; - 
block.

Hellstern always played the tough 
cop,, hardline, mean,, and unreasonable. 
Frizell, on the other Hand, Was the nice 
guy”, wanting to be . trusted, and always 
reasonable in what he said if not what he = 
did. The combination was-veryeffective; 
and contributed to the schizophrenic 
image Which the government cultivated j 
throughout the crisis. Frizell, for fexqim • 
ple. did most of the public reiatipns for 
the government. .- -appeared- at: tho 
press conferences; gave interviews, otc;
